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School moving toward temporary classrooms

The School Committee gave the green 
light Tuesday to request bids for how much 
it will cost to place as many as four tempo- 
rary portable classrooms at Bancroft Ele- 
mentary for the start of school in September. 

“We look at having that need beginning 
the year after next (September, 1998) regard- 
less of what we do,” said Dick Neal, superin- 
tendent, while recommending the committee 
ask for bids. “We thought it might be worth 
looking at accelerating this into 1997.” 

One benefit of using temporary class- 


rooms at Bancroft next year is 
that they are expected to 
improve the air quality, which 
failed to meet state recommenda- 
tions during a February test. 

Although removing students 
from the building should help 
improve Bancroft’s air quality, it 
will not address the problem of 
overcrowded classrooms because 
new teachers will not be added, 
said Sharon Mason, co-president 
of the Bancroft PTO. 


The school department will 
ask companies to supply costs 
for installing two temporary 
classrooms next year and two at 
a later date, and for installing all 
four next September. It will also 
look at the price for installing 
both new and refurbished tempo- 
rary classrooms. 

Because the decision to add 
the classrooms will be made late 
in the year, the temporary class- 
rooms may not be ready for Ban- 


Parents hope to block change for 1 year

The School Committee says it can’t talk 
much about block scheduling at Andover 
High School next year and a group of parents 
said Tuesday they don’t want the committee 
to do anything but talk about it for a while. 

As Tuesday night’s School Committee 
meeting proved again, when it comes to 
block scheduling at Andover High School 
there are differing opinions. 

Saying he was the “spokesperson for a 
number of parents concerned about pro- 
posed block scheduling,” Tony Zuena, of 
Minuteman Drive, presented the committee 
with a petition signed by 220 people. 

Tina Girdwood, committee chairwoman, 
noted Wednesday that not all of the 220 were 
parents of current High School students, but 
said, “We greatly appreciate the concerns of 
parents.” 

Mr. Zuena said parents want the commit- 
tee to rescind its earlier vote to allow block 
scheduling at Andover High next year. 
Parental issues include wanting more input, 
believing some teachers are against the idea, 
and thinking there has not been enough 
training to assure block scheduling will suc- 
ceed, he said. 

The petition urged the committee “to 
rescind its earlier vote allowing block 
scheduling at the High School. Instead, we 
propose the town revisit the issue of block 
scheduling for one year, offering well-publi- 
cized public hearings for townwide discus- 
sion and debate on block scheduling. 
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“We further hope that the 
state Department of Education 
would allow a one-year reprieve 
on the classroom academic time 
mandated by education reform 
laws in view of the disruption 
caused by High School construc- 
tion problems,” the petition said. 

One reason for moving to 
block scheduling is to meet 
requirements facing the school 
as a result of the 1993 Education 
Reform Act. 

“We wanted to be on the 
record and maybe there is the

chance for additional dialogue at 
this point,” said Mr. Zuena. 

Committee members said they 
could not discuss the issue at 
length because it is an item they 
are currently discussing in nego- 
tiations with the teachers’ union. 

“I will tell you that it was an 
issue before the (High School) 
school council for two years,” 
said Tim McCarron, committee 
member. “There were opportuni- 
ties for input. (But) you make 
some valid points.”

croft’s opening. 

“We’re hopeful that we’ll have them for 
September, but there is an outside chance 
we will not,” said Mr. Neal. 


Because of the Bancroft site, connecting 
the temporary classrooms to the necessary 
utilities may be harder and cost more than 
at other schools. To avoid paying an expen- 
sive installation charge twice, Mr. Neal said 
the school system may want to add all four 
temporary classrooms at the same time. 

School Committeeman Frank “Skip” 
Eccles said he doubted the installation costs 
would be higher than paying rental costs on 
two classrooms for an extra year. 

To pay for the temporary classrooms, the 
schools would delay other items on their 
capital improvement list. Mr. Neal said he’s 
talked to some town leaders about this possi- 
bility. 


School leaders now expect to need a total 
of 10 portable classrooms system-wide before 
September, 2001, when they project workers 
could be finished building a new grade 5-8 
middle school. In total, they say Andover 
will need four temporary classrooms at Ban- 
croft, three at Sanborn, two at West Elemen- 
tary and one at the renovated-and-expanded 
South School.

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Phillips plans 


Phillips Academy has sent out a message 
encouraging residents to attend a public 
hearing of the Andover Preservation Com- 
mission Tuesday, June 10, at 7 p.m. in the 
second-floor conference room at town offices 
on Bartlet Street, to discuss the academy’s 
proposal to demolish seven surplus acade- 
my-owned buildings. 

Dormitories and faculty houses ranging 
in age from about 77 to 145 years old are tar- 
geted for removal as part of a long-range 
plan to preserve and protect the academy’s 
historic physical plant and financial 
resources. Identified as the least desirable 
residential properties on campus, the seven 
buildings will become surplus as the acade- 
my reduces the size of the student body over 
the next few years from 1,200 to 1,025 stu- 
dents. 

Michael Williams, the academy’s director 
of facilities, will answer questions about the 
demolitions and the school’s long-range 
plans. The academy’s board of trustees will 
decide the disposition of the properties in 
the fall. In the meantime, the school wel- 
comes ideas from the community for possi- 
ble uses for the structures, especially 
Williams Hall, a historically significant colo- 
nial revival dormitory. The buildings are not 
suitable for sale on site to private owners 
because they are situated inside the campus 
perimeter. 

The buildings include a four-building 
group: Burtt House, 26 Salem St.; Frost 
House, 61 Highland Road; Seminary House, 
28-32 Salem St.; and 3 Highland Wayside. The

SAVING FOR COLLEGE? PUT FUNDS IN THE RIGHT NAME 

You might have already read about how fast college costs are increasing. The 
projections are pretty scary: children born today may have to pay more than 
$100,000 for four years at a public college and $250,000 for a private school. Of 
course, these are just estimates — nobody knows what the inflation rate for a 
college education will be in the future. 

In any case, you really shouldn't waste a lot of time worrying about the exact 
costs, especially if you won't have to face this issue for another 10 years. 
However, you should realize that college will be expensive. And if you want to 
help your child pay for a college education, you will need to save — early and 

often 


In whose name? As you do your college planning, you'll have to decide if 
you're going to put your savings in your name or your child's. Let's look at both 
possibilities. 

If you save in your child's name, using a custodial account such as the 
Uniform Gifts to Minors Act (UGMA) or the Uniform Transfers to Minors Act 
(UTMA), you can potentially achieve some fax savings. Under current tax law, 
your child can earn $650 a year in investment income, tax-free. The next $650 
eamed will be taxed at the child’s rate, typically 15 percent. Any amount over 
this $1,300 will be taxed at your rate. But, once your child turns 14, all 
investment earings will be taxed at his or her rate. Obviously, that’s one 
incentive for you to put college funds in your child's name. 

On the other hand, putting most of your kids’ college funds in their names 
could cost you — at the financial aid office. Why? Because when colleges 
determine financial aid packages, they may require your child to use as much as 
a third of his or her savings toward college costs, but they'll only expect you to 
kick in about six percent of your assets. (They won't look at all your assets: for 
example, your house and insurance policies are typically exempt from aid 
calculations.) 

By saving college funds in your own name, you will also get another 
advantage — flexibility. If you've set up a custodial account for your children, you 
technically can’t get the money back, although nobody will really keep tabs on 
how it’s used, and it's pretty unlikely your child will take you to court over it. 
Nonetheless, the money is not in your name. That's fine if your child decides to 
use it for what it was intended for — a college education. But when your child 
turns 18 or 21 (the age varies by state) the money is theirs to do with as they 
please; college may sound boring next to a fast car and a ski trip. 

You don't necessarily have to choose between saving entirely in your name or 
your child's. You can also decide to “split the difference.” For example, you could 
invest enough in your child's custodial account to eam a significant amount of 
tax savings, and then put any additional contributions into investments in your 
name. That way, you'd still have contro! over some of the funds that you've 
earmarked for college, and, over the years, you'll have saved money in taxes on 
investment eamings. 

Another possible solution is to save the money in your name, and then, as the 
time for college draws near, give it away to your child. Suppose you've invested 
heavily in mutual funds for years, and they've appreciated substantially. If you 
were to sell these funds, you'd be paying considerable capital gains taxes. So, 
you can give the mutual funds to your child, who can then sell them and pay 

taxes at a lower tax rate. And you can repeat this strategy for all four years of

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More than 2,000 receive measles shot here

Every town can use a good shot in 
the arm once in a while, and Andover 
certainly received its share during the 
past week, as state and town health offi- 
cials worked to contain the potentially 
dangerous measles virus. 

More than 2,000 Andover students 
and adults were expected to receive a 
MMR vaccine by today, Thursday, to 
protect them from measles, mumps and 
rubella, said Everett Penney, town 
health director. 

After an outbreak of measles at West 
Elementary School last week, an emer- 
gency response team from the state’s 
health department worked with 
Andover to establish clinics and 
administer shots at each of the town’s 
eight public schools. 

Health officials planned to close 
their traveling inoculation show today 
with clinics at South and Sanborn ele- 
mentary schools. 

“Thursday is wrapup day for every- 
one. Then we can do all the paper 
work,” said Barbara Whiteside, head 
nurse for Andover schools. “It’s been a 
great collaborative effort.” 

“They’re being very careful,” Norah 
McCarthy, Bancroft principal, said 
Monday, as health workers adminis- 
tered shots. “A couple of the kiddos 
seem a little nervous but they’re all 
smiles once it’s over.” 

Measles can have serious effects, 
particularly for adults, and can lead to 
pneumonia, seizures, brain damage or 
death in the worst situations. As a 
result, bus drivers, kitchen workers, 
and parent volunteers joined students 
at each of the schools’ inoculation 
tables. 

Taking no chances, state health pro- 
fessionals even had reporters covering 
the story have a shot “just in case.” 

Tina Girdwood, School Committee 
member, was given a shot at Shaw- 
sheen School. “Nobody gets by,” said 
Teresa Murphy, Shawsheen adminis- 
trator.

The measles outbreak is affecting not only doctors’ offices and schools in 
Andover, but even people trying to build or sell their homes. 

Because health department workers are swamped with a mammoth number 
of measles shots to administer, the health department has had to pat other tasks 


on the back burner. 


Dan Tremblay, Andover health official, said people waiting for soil tests have 
been delayed four days by the measles issue. 

“My schedule here, I’m in environmental health,” under normal circum- 
stances, said Mr. Tremblay. “We had to hire a couple of part-timers to come in 


and work out in the field.” 


While he would normally be involved with jobs such as percolation tests, Mr. 
Tremblay found himself “at the command post” this week, handling the health 
department office and its plethora of phone calls. 

“It (the measles) has taken its toll in the sense that other programs have gone 


by the wayside,” said Mr. Tremblay. 


As if dealing with a measles outbreak wasn’t enough for one week, Andover’s 
health department also had to help contend with an outbreak of water Monday. 

A broken pipe at a business near Old River Road left workers without water 
Monday from about 8:30 a.m. until 1:30 p.m. when the problem was fixed, said 


Mr. Tremblay. 


“I got a call (Monday) morning that a construction crew at the New England 
Business Park off of Old River Road were removing a pipe,” he said. “It sort of 


broke in an explosive way.” 


While the fire department was concerned about lack of water to the sprinkler 
systems, Mr. Tremblay dealt with personal hygiene issues. Those in the build- 
ing had to go to other buildings to use the bathrooms, he said. 


uncommon, they still occur, according 
to state workers. 

Susan Lett, of the state’s emergency 
response team, said there were two out- 
breaks of measles in Massachusetts 
last year and that such cases are “not 
rare but getting rarer.” Dr. Lett defined 
an outbreak as three or more people in 
an area with a confirmed case of the 
disease. 

She said last year’s outbreaks 
occurred during the summer and were 
confined to a smaller area than the out- 
break in Andover that affected seven 
children in a crowded school building.

“We don’t force anyone to get an 
immunization shot but they can’t 
return to school if they don’t get it. 
That’s a state law, not an Andover law. 
and that’s what we’re going to go by,” 
said Mr. Penney. 

Teachers interviewed at Bancroft 
Monday said the clinics did not bother 
their classes significantly. 

“It hasn’t been disruptive at all. The 
school was very well prepared,” said 
Carolyn Lucchese, Bancroft Elemen- 
tary teacher. 

But because rubella, or German 
measles, can cause birth defects she 
admitted, “It was kind of nerve wrac] 
ing for the staff with pregnancies an. 
stuff.” 

The U.S. Department of Health & 
Human Services recommends preg- 
nant women wait until after pregnancy 
to have the MMR vaccine. 

Those at risk 

Two shots are required to prevent 
measles, mumps and rubella and the 
state is requiring all students tu 
receive the second shot by today, June 
5, to return to school tomorrow, Friday. 

Officials are most concerned 
measles will affect students in grades ° 
through 6 and adults born after 1955 
who have not received two MMR shots. 
Other people have probably had the 
disease or received the shots, but 
should check with their doctor and 
have the shot if they are unsure and 
have been exposed, said Mr. Penney. 

Because the state changed its law in 
1995 to require students entering 
kindergarten to have had the two 
required shots, students in kinder 
garten and first grade should be safe 


from contracting measles. Mr. Penney 


said that most people born before 1957 
are probably not at risk for measles, 
either.

Yet, emergency care remains cost effective, 
accounting for only 1.8 percent of the entire 
health care budget, according to MACEP.

Education, block by block

Let them have blocks. 

That is the sentiment of a group of local 
educators, students, officials and business 
owners who arranged for a set of educational 
building blocks to be distributed to every 
kindergarten in town. 

One set of the educational blocks, includ- 
ing a storage shelf, was purchased for about 
$1,200 and is being used at Shawsheen 
School. Using that set as a model, students at 
Greater Lawrence Technical School used 
donated materials to build a dozen replica 
sets, one for every kindergarten in town, 
according to Jerry Silverman, Andover 
selectman and one of those involved in the 
project. 


“So for about $1,500, we’ve got over $15,000 
worth of these blocks for the schools,” Mr. 
Silverman said. 

The hard wooden blocks are not just 
designed for stacking, but are a variety of 
shapes and sizes and can be used to teach 
kids about shapes and sizes, geometry and 
other mathematical concepts, Mr. Silverman 
said. The new block sets should be ready for 
delivery by the end of this week. 

Irene Velonis and Carol Buchanan, both 
kindergarten teachers at Shawsheen School, 
will host workshops for other teachers 
regarding how to use the blocks. 

The Andover Fund for Education and 
Andover Education Improvement Associa- 
tion donated $500 each for the project. Tom 
Carroll of ReMax Preferred real estate firm 
also kicked in some money, according to Mr. 
Silverman, while Doyle Lumber and Holt & 
Bugbee lumber company of Tewksbury 
donated materials.

Dr. John E. Delaney, 73, of Lowell 
Street died Saturday, May 31, at 
Lawrence General Hospital. 

Dr. Delaney was born in Lawrence 
and attended local schools. He gradu- 
ated from Central Catholic High 
School in 1941 and Boston College, 
magna cum laude, in 1949. He earned 
a doctorate in sanitary engineering 
from Harvard in 1968. 

Dr. Delaney was a sergeant in the 
Army during World War II. 

He worked for the Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering 
at the Shattuck Street station and 
pioneered research in wastewater 
treatment and shellfish and drinking 
water chemistry. 

Dr. Delaney was commended by 
the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health in 1971 for distin- 
guished service as director of Envi- 
ronmental Health Research, particu- 
larly for his studies that were the 
first on how mercury-based paints 
used on boats and in marinas led to 
mercury in shellfish. 

While chief of the bacteriology lab- 
oratory in 1969, he was designated

He became director of the station 
in 1975, a position he held until he 
retired in 1991. Dr. Delaney had also 
received the Manuel Carballo Award 
for dedicated service to the state. 

For many years Dr. Delaney lived 
on South Bowdoin Street. He was a 
member of St. Patrick Church in 
Lawrence and served on the pastoral 
and finance councils, spearheaded 
the Outreach food collection program 
and belonged to Holy Name Society.

However, before 1995, most people would 
receive their first shot during the first year 
of life, and their second shot around sixth 
grade. Therefore, some students in grades 2-6 
may not yet have received their second shot. 

The largest number of inoculated students 
came from grades 2 to 6. 

“We had a lot of adults and a number Of 
second-graders. All our kindergartners and 
first-graders were protected because they 
had had the second MMR shot,” said Ms. 
Murphy, who runs a kindergarten to second 
grade school. 

Ms. Murphy and other educators lauded 
the operation of the clinics. 

“It’s going smoothly and to the best of my 
knowledge, we’ve had good cooperation from 
the state and the town health workers,” said

“We’re all set. We had to send eight chil- 
dren home on Friday who weren’t certified 
(as being inoculated), but as far as I know 
they’re all back and fine,” said Charles Friel, 
principal of West Elementary.

Those incidents, mostly nervous children 
with queasy stomachs, were reported at each 
of the clinics.

“They’ve literally ripped every list- 
ing off the marquis inside the elevator. 
I don’t even replace it any more,” Mr. 
Belhumeur said. 

“Every day the cops are up here two 
or three times,” Mr. Norton said. 
“They’re using that parking lot as their 
hideaway. The girls have been threat- 
ened back there by the kids.” 

Carol-Ann Fraser, an attorney with 
an office on the lower level of the build- 
ing, had a standoff with one of the 
teens. 

“A few weeks back, I was trying to 
leave at about 3:15,” she said. She had 
her infant daughter with her when she 
left the building to get into her car. 
About 15 of the youths were standing 
behind her car when she went to back 
out, so she honked to let them know 
she was trying to get out. All but one 
moved. The last one stood behind her 
car with his arms folded. She honked 
again but he stood his ground, and she 
got out of her car. 

“I actually told him to move,” she 
said. 

He told her it was private property, 
that he was a customer of Bruegger’s 
and that he had a right to be there. 

“He told me, ‘If you have a problem, 
go talk with the cops across the 
street.” 

She did, but she said it took a 10- 
minute heated discussion between the 
officer and the boy to convince the boy 
to move.

of the building, pointed out where a no- 
trespassing sign inside a rear stairwell 
had been ripped off the wall. She said 
her employees and some of the club’s 
900 members are intimidated by the 
kids, who refuse to move out of the way 
for those trying to get in and out of the 
building. Tenants are afraid to say any- 
thing to the kids because their cars are 
out back and they fear losing hubcaps, 
antennas or having other damage done 
to the vehicles. 

They’re just “snippy,” Ms. Zazzali 
said. “They just have bad attitudes out 
there. They’re punky middle-school” 
kids. 

JoAnn Reed, an employee at Ath- 
lete’s Corner, has had three hubcaps 
taken off her car while it was parked 
out back, each on a separate occasion. 
Diane Wright, manager of Vincenzo’s 
restaurant on the second floor, blames 
the kids for “keying” her brand new 
Toyota Celica, dragging a key across 
the paint job to scratch it. 

“I didn’t even have it two weeks,” 
Ms. Wright said of her car. 

The damage from someone dragging 
a key along the full length of the car on 
the passenger side — twice — is still not 
repaired. She is sure it was done by the 
kids while the car was parked out 
back. “It wasn’t there when I came into 
work,” she said. 

Some of her female staff members 
won't leave the sored at night until 


“When I close up here at night, you 
hear the skate boarding in the back 
parking lot,” Ms. Wright said. “Even 
though it’s high-school kids, they hang 
around in such big groups.” 

“They’re everywhere.” They leave 
trash on the cars and sit on the cars out 
back. They have no consideration of 
other people’s property, Ms. Wright 


boys was playing cards on a stoop in 
the alley out behind the Barnard Build- 
ing.

Mr. Belhumeur, who also owns Ath- 
lete’s Corner, bought the Barnard 
Building four years ago and only 
recently renovated the lower level into 
new offices. Seven lawyers occupy one 
suite there, while a dentist and insur- 
ance company are in two others. 

“I’ve been renovating this building 
since I bought it. I maintain this build- 
ing perfectly,” Mr. Belhumeur said. 

He and Mr. Norton asked police to 
do something about the kids last sum- 
mer.

signs. The signs went up six months 
ago, but the problems persist. Police 
chase the kids out when they are 
called, but the kids come back as soon 
as the police leave. 

“They go from here to the back of 
(Old) Town Hall, back to here, just 
looking for trouble,” Mr. Norton said. 

Mr. Norton said he has tried to rea- 
son with them, and he and tenants 
wonder why the kids are making so 
much trouble in a place where they 
seem to want to congregate. The two 
activities just don’t go together, they 
say. They and Mr. Belhumeur wonder 
if there isn’t more the police can do. 

“We don’t seem to be getting the 
response that I think we should be get- 
ting from the police,” Mr. Belhumeur 
said. “Why is it that they can’t do more 
than give lip service? Why can’t they 
be taken down the station and have 
their parents called? It seems to me 
that if the action is downtown, then 
that’s where they have to funnel their 
energies is downtown.” 

“I just want something done to 
show them (that the police) are taking 
this seriously,” Mr. Norton said. 

Lt. Arthur Ricci, who is the police 
department’s shift supervisor on the 4 
p.m. to midnight shift, said the prob- 
lem is not worse there than elsewhere 
in town. 

“IT have not received one complaint 
from anyone for the Barnard Build- 
ing,” Lt. Ricci said last Friday. 


He said he has received complaint: 
regarding kids, sometimes 20-25 of 
them, congregating behind Old Town 
Hall using vulgarity, and that some old- 
er people have been intimidated trying 
to enter the building. But he said it is 
an ongoing problem there and behind 
the library and at the bandstand in the 
Park on Bartlet Street, and that it’s a 
sensitive problem. 

“We're trying to keep the kids mov- 
ing, but they have their rights too,” the 
lieutenant said. 

He has heard from Officer Joe Ouel- 
lette that there have been some prob- 
lems at the Barnard Building with van- 
dalism. Regarding the signs, he said it 
depends on what the signs say. If there 
is a no-trespassing sign, does it apply to 
the alley or the building or what? And 
police can’t discriminate and decidc 
it’s OK for an adult to be behind the 
building but not for a teen-ager. 

“T’'d have to look at exactly what the 
sign says,” Lt. Ricci said. “We'll try to 
do a little more patrolling there if we 
know that’s a problem. That’s all we 
can do.” 


Andover has a healthy downtown, 
but this activity is chipping away at it, 
Mr. Belhumeur said. If people don’t feel 
safe coming downtown, they will find 
somewhere else to shop and do busi- 
ness, he said. 

“It could be a devastating effect on 
the downtown economy if they contin- 
ue to roam the streets like they do,” 
Mr. Belhumeur said. “Somehow, some- 
body has to get’a message to these kids 
that you. can’t do these things you do.”

12 years of 
fundraising for 
cancer research 
and care

On Sunday, June 22, Holy Family Hospi- 
tal’s multi-event fundraiser for cancer 
treatment and care, Sports for Life, will 
celebrate its 12th year with a goal of rais- 
ing $150,000. 

Sports for Life began in 1985 as a bike-a- 
thon organized by George Gelineau, a 
retired Eagle-Tribune editor, who lost his 
wife, Mary, to cancer at Holy Family Hos- 
pital in Methuen. The event increased in 
popularity, and Mr. Gelineau asked the 
Holy Family Foundation, the fundraising 
arm of the hospital’s board of trustees, to 
take over its organization. 

Through the years, Sports for Life has 
grown tremendously from the original 
bike-a-thon into today’s multi-event 
fundraiser consisting of 5K and 10K walks, 
a 10K run, and a 50-mile bike ride, involv- 
ing a total of 2,000 participants. 


As the number of participants has 
grown, so has the amount of money raised 
— an impressive $75,000 last year alone. In 
all, Sports for Life has raised more than 
$500,000 since its inception in 1985. This 
money was used to support cancer treat- 
ment and care at Holy Family Hospital and 
contributed to the building of the Cancer 
Management Center at the hospital in 1992. 


The Cancer Management Center offers 
Merrimack Valley residents some of the 
most advanced treatments available today, 
including prostate seed implants, and a 
variety of support programs, according to 
hospital officials. All of the funds raised in 
this year’s Sports for Life will go to the 
Cancer Management Center for programs, 
services and equipment. 

Non-profit organizations are invited to 
participate and keep half of the funds they 
raise for Sports for Life. Twenty-three non- 
profit organizations have already regis- 
tered to participate this year, including the 
Greater Lawrence Kiwanis Club and the 
Lucent Pioneers.

The Andover School of Montessori 
offers a different educational approach 
than the average private school — just 
ask its youngest students. 

They can be as young as 2 years, 9 
months old, and even if they remain at 
Montessori until they’re 12, they will 
never receive a letter grade. Parents 
are informed of their children’s 
progress through means such as con- 
ferences and students’ self-evaluations. 

Although it’s just finishing its first 
year at its new South Main Street loca- 
tion, the particular school of Montes- 
sori currently in Andover has been 
around since 1975. Back in ’75, the 
school was just for younger students, 
but today it serves those 3 to 12. 

“Now we're not just a great nursery 
school, we’re also 
a private school,” 
said Michelle 
DeBois, the 
school’s executive 
director. “There’s 
been a_ great 
demand for pri- 
vate elementary 
schools.”

The school does not have traditional 
grade levels, and is instead divided 
into three three-year groupings. 

Children aged 3 to 6 are grouped 
together in the children’s house class- 
es, children aged 6 to 9 are in the lower 
elementary, and children aged 9 to 12 
are in what’s called the upper elemen- 
tary. 

The curriculum is flexible and there 
are not areas that must be covered 
before the end of a year. 

“It’s a three-year cycle so it’s never 
by the end of a year that they had to

have done something,” said Ms. 
DuBois. 

First-graders may be doing long- 
division if they’re excited by math, and 
try creative writing later, she said. A 
group of students might do math for 
three days if they’re engrossed in an 
activity. 

“Then, when they come up, the 
teacher tries to direct them to another 
area, such as grammar,” said Ms. 
DuBois. “That’s the teacher’s role, to 
guide the children to all those areas. So 
the child is making the decisions, with 
a lot of guidance from the teacher.” 

While Montessori students do not 
receive grades, parents can keep track 
of their children’s progress through 
other means, said Ms. DuBois. 

Like all Montessori parents, parents 
of 3- to 6-year-old children have 
parental conferences and can view 
whatever work their children bring 
home. 

Six- to 9-year-old students write self 
evaluations and bring home albums of 
their work about once a month. 

Nine- to 12-year-old students create 
albums, self evaluations and make 
something similar to a portfolio, where 
the students select their best work 
from that year. 

“Tt’s very individualized, an individ- 
ualized curriculum. It’s not competi- 
tive. It’s all based on whether you’re 
doing better than you did (before), not 
whether you’re doing better than some- 
one else,” said Ms. DuBois. “Also, 
Montessori is based on letting the child 
do it, letting them do it themselves. We 
don’t do it for them.” 

Ms. DuBois said students evaluate 
themselves “because that’s the only 
person who really counts.” 

She said if a 6-year-old student can 
acknowledge, ‘I could have done bet- 
ter,’ then the student is beginning to 
realize only the student can make him- 
or herself improve. 

“It is important that the control of 
error comes directly from the child’s 
manipulation of the materials, not

Like the grass finally peeking from 
its front lawn, Andover School of 
Montessori is just beginning to put 
down roots and grow at its new South 
Main Street location. 

Before opening in Andover this fall, 
the school had never had much of a 
waiting list for students. But there are 
already a few dozen names on a wait- 
ing list for next year, said Michelle 
DuBois, executive director. 

“We have never had a waiting list 
of more than four people.

Sharing our 
public buildings 


It is bound to be some sort of major 
misunderstanding. No one would want 
the Cub Scout packs to have to leave 
the schools. 

Schools are, after all, public build- 
ings, buildings to be used by public 
school children during the day, and by 
the community during after-school 
hours whenever possible. 

Church basketball leagues have used 
school buildings for years. And so have 
Cub Scouts. 

Now two schools, South School and 
Sanborn, have said they can’t sponsor 
Cub Scout packs 76 and 60 respectively. 
It seems that someone asked the PTOs 
in those schools if they’d assume a 
greater role in, and possibily liability 
for those troops, since it is the PTOs in 
schools that act as host by signing the 
charter with the scout troops. 

When the PTOs asked Dick Neal, 
superintendent of Andover schools, 
about the situation, he said the schools 
cannot be held liable for the troops. To 
stay, the troops need a sponsor. 

But the Cub Scouts, both locally and 
nationally, have covered those bases. 
They have said they are covered for lia- 
bility. 

Dick Neal says it’s not his issue. And 
the PTOs aren’t willing to take it on 
either, and we don’t really blame them; 
they’re a volunteer organization. 

Tuesday, Mr. Neal said he will help 
facilitate a meeting between the PTOs 
and the scouts, and that is good. We 
.urge Mr. Neal to do whatever he can to 
make the scouts feel welcome in our 
schools. The buildings are public prop- 
erty and the community has a respon- 
sibility to help support worthwhile 
groups. And what group is more worth- 
while and worth backing than scouts? 
Mr. Neal has said the scouts can stay in 
the school buildings; but they need a 
sponsor. 

In this disgustingly litigious society 
today, no one wants to take responsi- 
bility for another group’s liability. 
_Everyone is fearful of being dragged 
into court. And yet, we allow groups 
such as men’s basketball to use our 
school gyms. Surely we can and will 
allow our Cub Scout troops to continue 
to use our public buildings. Otherwise, 
where will they go, and who will be 
responsible?

Drop-in center: A great effort

My hat’s off to Suetta Tenney and 
Nancy Henry, the two women who 
are trying to start a drop-in, gather- 
ing place for middle-school-age chil- 
dren in town. 

I remember 
when my two 
kids were that 
age: too old for a 
babysitter, I’d 
hire a person to 
make sure they 
didn’t kill each 
other over the 
last cookie in the 
house, and I’d 
tell them she 
was there to 
clean the kitchen. Or something like 
that. 

It was hard. They were too young 
to have a job, too young to be com- 
pletely left on their own, and too 
young to drive. 

If you talk with the police, you’ll 
find that our problem times, with 
kids, is after school and before din- 
ner. Call it the unsupervised time. 


Mom and Dad are still at work. But 
your middle-schooler is out of school 
and bored. And he wants to be with 
the rest of the kids his age. 

Sound familiar? Back in 1993, we 
saw the need, both for middle-school 
kids and high-school kids to gather 
in a place where they’d be safe, chal- 
lenged, with other kids their own age 
and supervised. 

We thought we’d be able to get the 
community to agree to build a teen 
center for our kids. We had the back- 
ing of lots of community members. 
But not the neighborhood where we 
thought it could be located: down 
Abbot Street at Rec Park. If you want 
to know the truth, it was a bit of 
NIMBY, not in my backyard, that 
killed that deal. (Same syndrome, we 
believe, that’s going to kill the idea of 
a new senior center downtown, 
behind Doherty Middle School, 
where neighbors are putting out lists 
of why that’s not a good site for the 
center. But that’s another subject for 
another time. No site is ever perfect 
for anything new. And that site may 
not be right for a new senior center. 


Perhaps it’s too wet, or not large 
enough. I don’t know. But it won’t 
hurt us to find out.) 

No one ever wants change in their 
neighborhood. Everyone wants traf- 
fic that’s relatively mild to stay the 
same. All streets are too narrow to 
take added traffic to a center. All 
additions are bound to threaten 
property values. And so on. 

Now with Dr. Tenney and Ms. 
Henry offering a site - West Parish 
Church - no doubt we’ll hear it 
again: too close to the road (read: too 
close to my house), too much noise, 
too much... well too much whatever 
people can think of. 

I think it’s a great idea to have the 
drop-in center at a church that has 
generously agreed to have it at their 
site. Now all we need are some vol- 
unteers to supervise the center. 
Come on, we can do that. 

In addition, I like the idea of the 
center offering unstructured activi- 
ties. Sure, have the paper and pen- 
cils, fine, offer ping pong, but it’s 
time we offered our kids unstruc-

Open letter to the Board of 
Selectmen and town manager: 

As we all know, Andover has allocat- 
ed three acres of Doherty field to the 
construction of a 27,000-square-foot 
senior center. We support the town 
effort to do right by our senior citizens;

1. Loss of open space/recreational 
fields.

tured time when they don’t have to 
improve themselves, don’t have to 
learn a new skill, don’t have to be told 
they should do it to get into college. Of 
course they’ll learn new things but 
that’s not the purpose of this center. 

Adults like to get together. And they 
do on a regular basis. That’s how they 
relax. Kids want to do the same thing: 
be with people their own age. That’s 
how they relax too. And learn. And 
grow. If we start out trusting them, 
they’ll do fine. I know they will. 

This is a great step. Call your 
church or temple and let the leaders 
there know you want to help. 

Now, if we could also find a site 
where high-school age kids could gath- 
er that isn’t behind and inside the 
Barnard Building. We have our work 
cut out for us, but Dr. Tenney and Ms. 
Henry are doing something about it. 
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and recreational opportunities The 
lack of ball fields in the downtown area 
has been a major concern of some of 
our selectmen and recently highlighted 
in the Andover Townsman. Yet, the pro- 
posed site will mean the loss of at least 
one ball field and additional open 
space. This makes little sense and lacks 
foresight. 

2. Flooding. The ground water 
tables of the neighborhood surround- 
ing the proposed site are volatile as wit- 
nessed by routine persistent flooding of 
residents’ properties. A 27,000-square- 
foot building sited on Doherty field will 
only intensify this problem, and in fact, 
become the center’s problem. We are 
presently looking into the legality as 
well as the common sense of building 
on continuously wet land. 

3. Traffic congestion safety. The 
proposed senior center site will further 
exacerbate already heavily traveled 
local streets. Chestnut Court is an inad- 
equate access road. The number of cars 
and buses will inevitably increase. 
Sidewalks/curbs are already deterio- 
rating or non-existent along Chestnut 
Court/Chestnut Street. The neighbor- 
hood population is increasing — partic- 
ularly the number of school-aged chil- 
dren. The safety of our children walk- 
ing to school is of great concern. Have 
town officials considered the impact 
the proposed site will have on 
traffic/safety in the Doherty area? 

4. Size and usage of proposed facil- 
ity. Why such a large building site is 
needed is unclear. As proposed, the 
senior center will encompass 27,000 
square feet and 200+ parking spaces. 
This raises the question of whether the 
center will be used strictly for senior 
citizen needs or other functions. 

Our researched statistics show the 
correlation between the square footage 
of senior centers and the number of 
senior citizens for North Andover, Lex- 
ington and Methuen. For example, Lex- 
ington has allocated 12,000 square feet 
for a population of 6,000 senior citizens. 
Andover has approximately 4,600 
seniors. Why has Andover allocated a 
center over twice the size for fewer peo- 
ple? 

5. Inadequate analysis and plan- 
ning process. Andover residents are 
suffering the consequences of poorly 
planned projects such as Andover High 
School and the Collins Center. By 
choosing the proposed senior center 
site: 

¢ Town leaders are yet again putting 
the cart before the horse by allocating 
funds and land without sufficient prior 
study. 

¢ Based on the preliminary architec- 
tural sketches, it is unclear as to how 
the excessive space will be utilized and 
raises the question of whether the 
senior center will primarily serve is 
the needs of senior citizens as stated in 
the town meeting articles. 

¢ The selectmen and town manager 
have not adequately ensured the safety 
of our senior citizens, children, and 
Chestnut Street/Morton Street, neigh- 
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We realize that by living in the 
downtown area we enjoy the good and 
must endure the inconveniences of our 
location. Historically, the neighbor- 
hood has willingly given up open space 
in the past and then endured the conse- 
quences, i.e. traffic, parking and flood- 
ing problems. As residents we share 
our neighborhood with several facili- 
ties that provide services for all 
Andover residents: Academy Manor 
Nursing home, senior and public hous- 
ing, town government offices, halfway 
houses, municipal parking, expansion 
of the downtown business district, 
town-sponsored activities in Central 
Park, and the existing senior center. 


We regret the oppositional situation we 
now find ourselves in. 

For the above reasons, we stand in 
opposition to the proposed use of 
Doherty fields as the site for the senior 
center. We will continue to press this 
issue but welcome the chance to work 
with Andover’s senior citizens to find a 
viable alternative site and request that 
relevant town officials work with us in 
this regard.

Chance to talk about new 
cable TV contract Monday

Tired of flipping TV channels, catching a movie after it starts and wondering 
what flick you’re watching? Well, if you pay for a new option available through the 
Media One cable company, you'll see, displayed on the screen, not only what’s play- 
ing on that channel, but also when the show was created and who stars in it. 

These type of new options, along with new channels, new cable TV converters 
and, of course, new charges are all coming residents’ way soon if selectmen approve 
the new cable contract they’ll discuss at a public hearing Monday, June 9, during the 
selectmen’s meeting, which begins at 7:30 p.m. 

Jack Dempsey, Cable Advisory Committee chairman, said he will recommend at 
the public hearing that the selectmen approve a new 10-year contract his committee 
has negotiated with Media One, the town’s probable new cable provider. 

“My understanding is we’d be taking it under advisement,” said Selectman Larry 
Larsen. “I hope people will come out and (talk about) it. It would be too late once we 
sign the contract.” 

The School Committee approved the contract 3-1 Tuesday with Tim McCarron 
opposed and Eric Nadworny absent. Mr. McCarron said he was particularly con- 
cerned with the length of the contract and with the nominal ($1 per year) fee for rent- 
ing space to the cable provider. 

Barbara Worcester, the school’s representative on the cable committee, said of the 
contract, “I guess it’s safe to say we’re ecstatic about it.” 

Mr. Dempsey said, “There are many highlights” in the new contract, but one of 
the brightest is that Media One has agreed to provide “free Internet access” for five 
years to Memorial Hall Library and all eight of Andover’s schools. While the Inter- 
net will be free to students and bookworms, cable subscribers will pay the cost. 

“Yes. The consumer ends up with that extra charge and that extra charge would 
be 64 cents per subscriber per month,” for the length of the 10-year contract, said Mr. 
Dempsey. In return, Media One has agreed to electronically link 18 public buildings 
so town and school officials can share information via their computers. 

“Of the 18 buildings in town, all eight schools, all the fire stations, the police sta- 
tion, the library and the town offices will all be interconnected,” said Mr. Dempsey. 
“The eight schools and the library will have unlimited Internet access through 2002.” 

The value of this service has been estimated at $2.5 million, said Mr. Dempsey. He’ 
said $2,000 modems installed at the library and in each of the schools will allow 1,024 
computers at each site to access the Internet. 

Cable TV users, however will have to wait a few months to receive Internet access 
through their cable televisions. “Not quite yet,” said Mr. Dempsey, when asked if 
that option was available. “It definitely will be (ready) within the next year, and it 
could be within six months from now.” 

Media One has not named its price for providing subscribers with Internet access, 
but Mr. Dempsey said subscribers in other communities pay about $50 above their 
regular cable bill for the monthly service. 

Although the Internet access will not be immediately available, all cable sub- 
scribers will soon see a shifting of their current channels as the number of stations 
is increased by about two dozen stations to a new total of 78 channels. 

Not all of the new stations will be added at once, but if selectmen approve the new 
contract Monday, there should be about 10 new stations to peruse July 1. 

Every cable-hooked household in Andover will also need a new converter, com, 
monly called a cable box. Although Mr. Dempsey said Media One won’t charge sub- 
scribers for the new box, subscribers must pay more if they want some of the new 
features the boxes will offer. 

The new cable box will allow people to program VCRs through the cable box, will 
offer an extended program guide to what’s on the tube, and will give viewers a quick 
synopsis of what they’re watching when they switch to a new channel. 

While subscribers will get new cable boxes, Andover High School will soon

do better entering first grade than kinder- 
garten because they find kindergarten too 
unstructured for them, said Ms. DuBois. 

“The majority of our children go into the 
public school system, but not all of them,” 
she said. 

There are certain types of students who 
excel under Montessori’s educational care, 
said Ms. DuBois. 

“We do not do well with large aggressive 
children,” she said. “When they’re little we 
still have a chance to smooth the edges. 

“Montessori builds from each level up. 
The younger they come, the easier it is to 
include them in the developmental process,” 
said Ms. DuBois. 

Shy children tend to feel comfortable at 
the Montessori school because they are not 
forced to do the same thing as everyone else, 
she said. 

“The child that really shines, walks right 
in and shines, is a self-directed child,” she 
said. “A child who comes in and says,‘Ooo, I 
want to learn that.’ ”

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A healthy enjoyment of the outdoors 
is an important part of growing up. But 
the sun’s rays can be harmful to chil- 
dren's sensitive skin. 


Experts estimate that 80 percent of 


the sun damage a person experiences 


over a lifetime occurs before the age of 


18. In fact, just one bad blistering sun- 
burn during childhood can 

double the risk of skin cancer 

later in life. 

The good news is that using 
proper protection and 
common sense can 
significantly reduce 
these health risks. 
Research indicates that 
regular use of sun- 
block with a sun pro- 
tection factor (SPF) of 15 or 
higher during the first 18 
years of life can lower i 
risk of certain skin cancers 
by as much as 78 percent. 

Dr. Patricia Agin, research director at 
the Coppertone Solar Research Center 
in Memphis, Tenn., offers the following 
tips for protecting kids from the sun’s 
damaging rays. 

- Apply sunscreen on children’s skin 
whenever they plan to spend time out- 
doors, not just during summertime visits 
to the beach or pool. Use sunscreen lib- 
erally on children’s skin 15 minutes 
before they go outside. 

- Use a sunscreen with an SPF of at 
least 15 to help protect kids’ sensitive

- Kids’ sensitive skin can burn even 
on a cloudy day. In fact, 80 
percent of the sun’s rays can

to apply sunscreen to kids 
even when they're under a

- Solar radiation in high altitudes and 
tropical climates is more intense, so 
more frequent application of sunscreen 
is required. 


If a child is taking any medication, 
talk to a doctor or pharmacist to deter- 
mine if special sun safety precautions are 
necessary. 

- Kids learn from example. Set a good 
example by practicing preventative sun 
protection habits yourself. (NU)

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As girls grow up they can become 
vulnerable to substance abuse 


The transition from childhood to 
adolescence is a time of special, and 
sometimes painful, development and 
change for young girls. Studies show 
that girls tend to lose self confidence 
and self worth during this pivotal time 
period, becoming less physically 
active, performing less well in school,

5. Encourage girls to see difficult

Air bags work well and save lives; 
they are credited with saving more 
than 1,500 lives since being intro- 
duced in 1986. But some people are at 
risk from air bags. As of December 1, 
19906, 32 children and 19 small stature 
adults had been killed by air bags. 

An air bag is not a soft, billowy pil- 
low. To do its job an air bag comes out 
of the dashboard at speeds up to 200 
mph. A blast of energy that powerful 
can hurt or kill drivers or passengers 
too close, small, frail, or young. But 
drivers can do severai things to reduce 
or eliminate the risk. 

* Children 12 and under should ride 
buckled up in the rear seat. 

- Infants in rear-facing child safety 
seats should NEVER ride in a vehicle’s 
front seat with a passenger side air 
bag. 

- Small children should ride in the 
rear seat in child safety seats approved 
for their age and size. 

* Check your vehicle owner’s man- 
ual and the instructions provided with 
your child safety seat for correct use 
information. 

* Everyone should be buckled up 
with lap AND shoulder belts on every 
trip, including pregnant women. The 
lap portion should be worn as low as 
possible on the hips, and the shoulder 
belt should rest over the shoulder and 
across the chest. 

- Move driver and front passenger 
seats as far back as practical. Drivers 
will be safer if they are at least 10-12 
inches away from the steering wheel 
hub. 

The closest few inches to an inflat- 
ing air bag are the most dangerous. 
This is especially dangerous to an 
infant in a rear-facing safety seat 
because the baby’s head is so close to 
the air bag when it breaks through the 
dashboard. Even some forward-facing 
child safety seats could place the child 
within air bag range before it is fully 
inflated. Also, unbelted or improperly 
belted children can slide off the seat 
during pre-crash braking, and be 
thrown against the dashboard in the 
air bag’s path. 

An air bag is intended to protect an 
adult in a frontal collision and when 
fully inflated it spreads the crash 
forces widely across the body and then 
collapses immediately. The lap/shoul- 
der belt provides protection in all 
types of collisions. Always use lap and 
shoulder belts with or without air 
bags.

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Music beats computers at 
developing smarter students 


A recent scientific study 
links music training and 
improvements in a child’s 
ability to learn. 


Teachers have known for years that 
music education develops language 
skills, reading readiness, creativity, 
personality, as well as positive atti- 
tudes toward school. 

But a recent study on the link 
between music and intelligence shows 
that music training - specifically piano 
instruction - is superior to computer 
instruction in dramatically enhancing 
children’s abstract reasoning skills. 
Those are the skills most necessary for 
learning math and science. 

The new findings, from research by 
psychologist Dr. Frances Rauscher of 
the University of Wisconsin at Oshkosh 
and physicist Dr. Gordon Shaw of the 
University of California at Irvine, were 
published in the February 1997 issue 
of Neurological Research. 

The experiment included four 
groups of preschoolers: one group 
received private piano/keyboard 
lessons; a second group received 
singing lessons; a third group received 
private computer lessons; and a fourth 
group received no training. 


The children who received 


piano/keyboard training performed 34 
percent higher on tests measuring spa- 
tial-temporal ability than the others. 

Translated, it means that music-mak- 
ing enhances higher brain functions 
required for mathematics, science, 
engineering and playing chess. 

The study could change the way 
educators view the core school curric- 
ula, particularly since music-making 
nurtures the intellect and produces 
long-term improvements. 

“It has been clearly documented 
that young students have difficulty 
understanding the concepts of propor- 
tion (heavily used in math and science) 
and that no successful program has 
been developed to teach these con- 
cepts in the school system,” says 
Rauscher. 

Scientists who study the human 
brain have found that early experi- 
ences determine which brain cells 
will connect with other brain cells, 
and which ones will die away. 

Music training generates the neural 
connections in a child’s brain for 
abstract reasoning, including those 
necessary for understanding mathe- 
matical concepts.
